Tke Undine Torpedoed While Es-| 
corting a Ferryboat— Twenty- 
Six Members of Crew Lost. 


BERLIN; Nov. 8, (via London. }—The 
small German ‘cruiser Undine has Seen 
‘| torpedoed: and sunk by a submarine off 
the Swedish! coast, it was officially 
anriounced today. 

ea The small cruiser Undine, ” says the 
official announcement, “was sunk by 
two torpedoes from a submarine on the 
afternoon of Nov, 7 while patrolling the 
south Swedish coast. 
crew was saved.” 


MALMO, Sweden, Nov. 8, (via Lon- 
‘don.)—The cruiser Undine was sunk on 
Sunday while she wks escorting the 
German ferryboat Preussen from Trelle- 
borg, Swedén, to Sassnitz, Prussia. The

GERMAN S UBMARINES 
_ ARE AC TIVE AGAIN 


‘Destroy Four British Ships—Also 
a Neutral Steamer in 
the Baltic. 


LONDON, Nov. 8. —Gérman submarines 
are again active. Five ships, four of 
them ‘British, have’ béen spnk, according 
to-announcements made today, but only 
in one case, that of the armed steamer 
‘Tara, 
vealed. In that case two of the German 
submarines “which ‘recently passed 
through Gibraltar.and into the Mediter- 
ranean Sea destroyed the vessel, and 
thirty-four members of the crew are re- 
ported missing. The British Press Bu- 
reau, today’gave out the following report 
of the sinking: 

On.the 5th inst. his Majesty’s armed 
boarding steamer Tara, Captain Ru- 
pert Gwatkin Williams, w was attacked 
by two enemy submarines in the East- 
ern Mediterranean and sunk. Thirty- 
four of the crew are reported missing.

SAYS GERMAN MINES 
SANK 12 SHIPS IN DAY 


‘Wholesale Disaster to Merchant 
Shipping at Mouth of Thames 
- Reported by Arriving Skipper.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 8.—Twelve big 
merchant steamships, running into a 
German mine field at. the mouth of the 
River Thames, were blown up in a 
single day, probably with serious. loss 
of life, three weeks ago, according to 
information brought here today by the 
master of’ the Scandinaviari-American 
Line steamship Tomsk, arriving after 
a@ month's voyage from Swedish ports, 
via Newcastle, England. The com- 
mander of the Tomsk, Captain Wiberg, 
said he received his information from 
channel pilots. 

Captain Wiberg also confirmed earlier 
reports of the capture of German sub- 
marines ona large scale. 

As, ty the @estruction of the twelve 
vessels, no. word had reached this coun- 
try until today. So far as Captain Wi- 
berg could ascertain, the disaster Gc- 
curred either Oct. 12 or 13. German. war 
vessels the night before, he said, had 
scattered floating m‘nes throughout the 
length of the Edinburgh North Channel, 
one of. the ‘ship. lanes leading to the 
Thames, and then had returned undis- 
covered to their base.

Bulgaria. When the Greek crisis came 
it ‘would have been possible, had the 
Government acted with ‘the greatest 
alacrity and‘ determination, for at least 
a portion of the Serbian army to fall 
back upon its allies and maintain itself 
for an indefinite period. _ Instead of 
that, when the Greek crisis . came, 
Great Britain, he ‘said, seemed \to be 
absolutely paralyzed. 

Lord Milner begged ‘the Government 
to come to a prompt decision with re- 
gard to the Dardanelles.

The énemy were 
given no rest during this time, and it 
must have been.a terrible time from 
their point. of view.

A reporter for Tug TImMEs, who went 
about seeking the opinions. of lawyers 
and others whose opinions would be of 
yalue, found a gréat deal of reticence 
among men who in ordinary circum- 
“stances speak readily and with au- 
thority on questions Involving interna- 
tional law. Such men said yesterday 
that they were. not prepared te comment 
on the note until they had given much 
closer study to its phraseology than 
they had been in a position to do. 

The firm tone adopted by Secretary 
Lansing in his note found favor in 
many quarters. Senator James A. 
O’Gorman was one of. those who ex- 
pressed his hearty approval and voiced 
the opinion that it would commit the 
United States to drastic-measures un- 
less Great Britain mended “her ways. 

“The. protest of Secretary Lansing 


has the support of principles of inter- 
national law which were generally ac- 
cepted by all nations previous to the 
commencement of the present - war,’ 
said the Senator. ‘‘ The patience of.the 
American people is about exhausted 
ahd further violation of. these - princi- 
ples. should not. be tolerated by our 
Governmert.

MARINE LAW EXPERT 
ASSAILS LANSING NOTE 


“Uncandid, Ungenerous, and Un- 
fair,” Says Thomas Gibson 
Bowles, London Writer. 


-WONDON, Nov. 8—Thomas Gibson 
Bowles, one of England’s leading writ- 
ers.on maritime law, speaking today 
with referenceto the American note, said 
that in-many respects he regarded it as 
“ whcandid, ungenerous, and unfair.’’

IS WASHINGTON’S PLAN 


All Non-Contraband Cargoes Will 
Now be Regarded as Immune 
from Detention. 


' WASHINGTON, Nov. 8. — President 
Wilson and Secretary Lansing today 
read American and British press com- 
ment on the uote to Great Britain, and 
awaited the effect of the document upon 
British treatment of neutral overseas 
trade. 

Ambassador Page has not reported: the 
impression made upon the British For- 
efgn Office.’, So far as American ship- 
Pers are coneerned, however, the dis- 
patch of the note marks a turning point 
of vast importance, for henceforth the 
United States is to consider the British 
blockade ag ineffective and inoperative, 
and all cargoes'of non-contraband goods 
destined for Germany or through neu- 
tral countries to the enemies of Great 
Britain will be viewed by this Govern- 
ment as immune from detention. Claims 
presented by Americans for detentions 
or seizures of such goods will be sup- 
ported by the diplomatic machinery of 
the United States to the fullest-extent. 

Speculation in ‘official quarters today 
ag to what Great Britain’s course would 
be was varied. Some officials pointed 
out that if Great Britain abandoned all 
rretense of blockude,and applied the 
laws of contraband, the forthcoming 
American. note.on the propriety of in- 
cluding various articles in the contra- 
band list. woltild- be: especially pertinent 
to the controversy. On the other hand, 
if the blockade be made legal so far as 
Germany’s coasts are concerned, the 


Américan Government will continue to 
insist that legitimate trade with neutral 
countries must not be interfered with. 
What Américan officials express par- 
ticular concern about is the large trade 
they. say Great Britain herself is car- 
rying on with neutral ports where 
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| american exporters are forbidden to 


trade. It is this feature of the situa- 
tion which officials regard as most 
serious and indefensible. They say if 
Great Britain held her own shippers to 
@ normal trade with neutral countries, 
the application of rigid measures to 
American traders might be less offen- 
sive, though the aspects of law would 
not be affected. 

In allied diplomatic quarters here the 
note was not commented upon officially, 
but uniformity: of view was noticeable. 
British opinion “as ‘reflected in official 
quarters was that the United States 
was urguing on technical grounds and 
failed to take into consideration the 
altered circumstances of the present war 

and :the enlarged facilities, for rapid 
communication by rail between Dutch 
and Danish -ports, for example, and 
German cities. French and Russian of-. 
ficials pointed out that théir Govern- 
ments were in sympathy with the atti- 
tude of their ally, Great Britain, and 
that while the British Foreign Office 
was conducting the negotiations this did 
not mean ‘their Governments were any 
the less interested. 

Among all of the allied diplomats the 
view prevailéd that the controversy 
world not become acute, because even 
ig the event of a deadlock in the nego- 
tiations, the Bryan peace treaties would 
be available for a year’s investigation 
of the points it dispute. These treaties 
have been ratified between the United 
Stats and all of the Allies. 

In German quarters, the arguments in 
the American note were commended as 
sound and justified by international law.

Cassius H. Read, prominent among 
the older generation of hotel men as the 
proprietor for many years of the Hoff- 
man House and at one time-the ‘pos- 
sessor of a fortune amounting to $700,- 
000,, died yesterday at the home of a 
friend-in a furnished room house at 110 
Lexington Avenue. Mr. Read was 83 
years old and practically without re- 
sources. With him when he died: was 
an old friend, Mrs, Eveline Daly. For 
the: last two years he had lived in a 
furnished room house at 970 Lexington 
‘Avenue, where his identity was un- 
known to the rest of the tenants. 

He came to Mrs. Daly’s home yester- 
day, afternoon and complained of dizzi- 
ness. Mrs. Daly was about to serve 
him, dinner, when he said he felt very 
ill.- He collapsed into a rocking chair, 
and Mrs. Daly sent a boy out to sum- 
mon Dr. S. G. Eghian of 146 East 
_Twenty-seventh Street. The old man 
was dead, however, when the doctor 
arrived. ; 

Cassius H. Read was born in 1832 at 
Shelbourne, Vt., where his father had 
a large farm. He served.an apprentice- 
ship with his uncle, Mr. Speare, a drug- 
gist at Burlington, and.when 19 years 
old came to New York as a clerk for 
his relative, Daniel Howard, who kept 
the. Irving House, in Broadway, be- 


tween asnbers and Reade Streets. 
Here he met P. T. Barnum, Jenny Lind, 


and other celebrities who were guests. 


at the hotel. 
Once Albemarle Steward. 

Mr, Read afterward became steward 
of the Albemarle, and when Mr. How- 
ard opened the Hoffman House he took 
Mr. Read and a young man of the name 
of Wall with him and gave them an in- 
terest in the business.

After serving his term in State's prison, 
Stokes went straight Read, who 
supplied him with all the money he 
needed.

TILDEN HEIR SEEKS 
REMOVAL OF TRUSTEES 


Mrs. Susan T. Sabin Charges They 
Are Too Old to Properly 
Manage the Estate. 


Mrs. Susan T. Sabin, a niece of the 
late Samuel J. Tilden and a beneficiary 
under his will of two trust funds ag- 
gregating $300,000, asked the Supreme 

ourt: yesterday in a complaint to re- 
move the present trustees of the will, 
compel them to render an accounting, 
and to appoint a trust company to act 
in their place. The trustees, named as 
defendants, are George W. Smith, Lewis 
V. F. Randolph, and ex-Justice Charles 
F.. MacLean. 

Mr. Tilden died on Aug. 4, 1886. His 
will named Mr. Smith, John Bigelow, 
and Andrew H. Green as trustees. The 
two latter are dead, and their places 
are filled by Mr. Randolph and ex-Jus- 
tice MacLean. The plaintiff complains 
that the trustees have refused to co- 
operate, and that Messrs. Smith and 
MacLean have often displayed an in- 
compatibility that has worked to her 
disadvantage. 

She also complains that the trustees 
are too old to properly attend to the 
trust. She says Mr. Smith is about 75 
years old, Mr. Randolph 77, and Mr. 
MacLean 79. In the Fall of 1913 Mrs. 
Sabin joined with others in a legal ef- 
fort to have Mr. Smith removed, but 
faiJed. He was then the only surviving 
trustee, and the reasons given for the 
action were that his management of the 
trust was wasteful, and that he had re- 





fused to consent to the erection of the 
Tilden monument that was authorized 
under the will. 

In his reply to the suit Mr. Smith said 
that under an agreement entered into 
in 1892 the plaintiffs got $454,000 each 
as a result of their contest to break the 
will, and said that he thought they 
wanted to ‘profit still further by the ad- 
ditional litigation.

her marriage. The flowers were sent to 
the hospital by President Wilson.

Vision Could Be Saved. 
MEDICAL INSPECTION LAX 


96 So-Called Blind Children Re- 
gained Sight After Treat- 
ment, Physician Says. 


Two-thirds of the children sent as 
hopelessly blind to the seventeen classes 
for the blind in the public schoolg of 
New York City are suffering from ‘ cur- 
able infections of the eyes,’ according 
to Dr. William Martin Richards, 229 
West Ninety-seventii Street, who spoke 
last night before the Society of Med- 
ical Jurisprudence at the New York 
Academy of Medicine, on ‘ Prevention 
‘or Poverty and Crime by the Correction 
of Physical Defects in School Children.’’ 
He said there were 200 children in these 
classes, Out of 148 whom he examined 
he found ¥6 whose eyesignt could be im- 
proved sufficiently for them to be able 
to read even tne small type of a news- 


paper. 
.**¥You are al) doubtless aware,” said 
Dr.’ Richaras, ‘that the method of 


medical inspection now used in the puv-: 


tic schools is a ridiculous farce. lén't 1t 
cheaper:to spend $1,000,000 a year for 
proper medical school inspection in this 
city, and have almost every child pro- 
moted each ter.u, than to spend $3,0UU,- 
vuv every year re-educating children 
Who Were not promoted, and the mili- 
fons ef dollars we spend afterward tor 
police, courts, and prisons te punish 
these detective children of today who 
become the criminals of tomorrow?.”’ 

Forty of the most difficult cases in 
Public Schools 4 and 45, the Bronx, were 
investigated by Dr. Richards with per- 
mission of Angelo Patri, the Principal. 

‘* 1 corrected only one physical defect 
in these children,’’ said Dr. Hichards, 
‘ta that was yision. In other words, 
I fifted them with proper glasses, Their 
marks in different subjects, and their 
record at the schools were put on a 
sheet of paper by their teachers, Six 
months after they had been fitted with 
glasses their records were again put 
down on the same sheet, and compari- 
son showed that eight had been lost 
sight of through discharge, transfer, 
loss, or exchange of glasses. Of the re- 
maining, 45 per cent. of the ungraded 
children went up into the regular classes. 
The backward children were promoted, 
and the delinquent became some of the 
best children in school. - 

“The parents of many of thease pa- 
tients have asked me what disease of 
the eye their children had-which could 
be cured so quickly. The most common 
trouble with these children is extreme 
near-sightedness, which has been imnis- 
taken for blindness. As disuse followed 
by loss of function so near-sightedness 
has led to increasing blindness. The 
next most common trouble is cataract, 
sometimes far enough advanced to he 
Operated on, but more frequently not 
so dense that the patient is unable to 
get a fair amount of vision through the 
cataract when his error of refraction 
is corrected by glasses. 

“In Brooklyn there is a lovely place 
for little blind children, called the Sun- 
shine Home. In it I found a kinder- 
garten with eight little children sitting 
around in. low chairs, all supposedly 
blind. Two of these can bé made to see 
with glasses; another, and possibly a 
fourth, will have sight restored to them 
by cutting out an artificia] pupil. You 
will ask how it is poss’ble that such a 
hideous mistake could be made in the 
cases of two-thirds of these children. 
The answer is very simple. It is all a 
question of love and skill combined, 
Plenty.of men in New York. have the 


‘skill to make these little patients see, 


but up to now no one has had the time. 
**If our Gevernments will tve us 
thorough medical school inspection, in- 
cluding eve examination both for dis- 
eases and refractions of the eye of ali 
children before they are put into class- 
es for the blind, and a law with a hard 
penalty attached, compelling all . ob- 
stetrical attendants to dro 2- per 
cent. solution of nitrate of silver ‘into 
the eyes of all new-born infants, -you 
will abolish blindness except in’ those 
who are injured in some accident. The 
whole ‘work can be inaugurated 
throughout the United States and Can- 
ada for $2,000. I intend to save thig 
amount and push the work through, 
unless some one gives me the money in 
the meantime.”

Argued It Was Cheaper for New 
Haven to Pay an Excessive 
Price Than to Fight. 


DWELLS ON ITS MONOPOLY 


Witness Tells How Central New 
England Was. Throttled Until. 


Sold to its Big Competitor. 


The relations of :the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Company 
and the old. Central Railroad of New 
England occupied yesterday. the greater 
part of the time of Judge Hunt and the 
jury, who are trying in the Federal 
District Court . William Rockefeller, 
Lewis Cass Ledyard, and nine other ex- 
Directors of the New Haven on the 
charge of conspiring to monopolize the 
transportation facilities of New Bng- 
land. 

The Government expects that-by prov: 
ing that the New Haven stood in the 
way of the completion of: this line and 
its negotiation of satisfactory traffic 
arrangements, it will show how the de- 
fendants treated their rivals. .The de- 
fense holds that in bringing out the fact 
that. the New. Haven Directors did not 
buy up the Central New England when 
they first had the chance, the Govern- 
ment has. hurt. its own case, 

The Central Railroad was only a smal) 
line, but it controlled an important 
strategic position. Starting from Hart- 
ford, it ran through Springfield and had 
a connection by way of the Poughkeep- 
sie Bridge over the Hudson with the 
Erie. and the Ontario & Western Raii- 
roads. If it had succeeded in building 
up its connections, it might have af- 
forded a dangerous alternative route for 
Western freight to the New Haven’s 
shore line from New York. 


Farmer Blocks a Rival. 


The history of this line was begun by 
Chester W. Chapin, who was its Presi- 
dent from 1899 to 1004, the date. when 
the New Haven took it into its own 
system. He took the stand after the 
Government had put in more document- 
aly evidence to show how the New Ha- 
ven in the days of John M. Hall as 
Fresident fought against the establish- 
ment:of trolley Jines. ; 

He had bought, Mr. Chapin said, into 
the Central New England Railroau 
about 1899 or 1900, when it was under 
foreclosure, because he thought it was 
a good investment. 

‘Was the road completed when you 
got control,’ asked R. L. Batts of coun- 
sel for the Government. 

“No, it- was blocked because it could 
not get the right of way across: the 
Montague farm in the Springfield. dis- 
trict,’’ replied Mr. Chapin. 

* How big was that farm?” asked Mr, 

Batts. 
“It wasn’t a very large farm,” an- 
swered the witness, ‘‘ but it was long 
an 
concerning. the construction of the line 
across it. Only about thirty rods sep- 
arated the ends of the line-on each side 
of the farm.” 

“* What was done in the end about it?” 

“The company built around the farm. 
It was simpler than having endless liti- 
gation.”’ " ’ 


Rockefeller Bid for Rival. 


Even when the.lfine was completed 
the: Central .New: England. found itself 
considerably handicapped, the witness 
said. It was unable to make traffic 
arrangements with the New Haven in 
New England or the Erie and the 
Ontario &- Western at the other end 
of its tracks. Mr, Chapin then told of 
its sale to the New Haven. 

‘“*I was approached,"’ Mr. Chapin said, 
‘in 1904 by William Rockefeller, the 
late J. P. Mor . Mr. Mellen, and 
others. representing the New Haven. 
The first.-meeting took place in my 
offices at 1. Broadway, but the actual 
transfer took place in the offices. of 
. P. Morgan & Co, in the presence of 
Mr, Morgan, Mr. Rockefeller, and Mr. 
Mellen.”’ F 

It was in 1904 also that Mr, Chapin 
got rid of his’ steamboat interests to 
the New Haven. He said his father 
started the business in the “‘ late thirties 
or early forties,"' and the New Haven 
Steamboat Company plied between New 
York and New Haven, It also had a 
line from New York to Providence. 

John A. Lindabury took Mr. Chapin 
over for cross-examination, and wanted 
to know whether Mr. Chapin had not 
made money by his sale of the Central 
New England to the New Haven inter- 


ests, : 

“*I bought for an investment,’’ was 
the reply, ‘‘and when I gold I suppose 
I recevied more than I gave for the 
company, but I do not remember the 
amount,’ 


Refused to Buy Competitor, 


Mr. Mellen was then recalled; and 
the Government reverted to letter books 
and document files. 

It appeared that in 1898, while ‘Mr. 
Mellen was President of the Northern 
Pacific, John M, Hall, President of the

MAY CHANGE MUZZLE LAW. 


Health Board Says Those Now Used 
on Dogs Are Ineffective. 


In a statement issued yesterday by the 
Department of Health it was suggested 
that the muzzles now used on dogs 
throughout the city are not effective, 
and cite ag instances the fact that for 
the year ended Nov, 1 576 persons were 
bitten by dogs wearing muzzles and 354 
by dogs that were on leashes. 

It is suggested that wire muzzles be 


used and the nose straps and figure 
eight muszles be done away with. The 
statement also says that 2,070 persons 
were bitten by dogs without mugzles cr 
on leashes, and at 33,218 dogs were 
destroyed. In enforcing the dog ord- 
nance 1,382 persona were fined for hav- 
ing unmuzzled dogs and 50 released on 
suspended sentences. ,

Benjamin C, Marsh, Bxecutive Secre- 
lary of the Society to Lever Rents and 
Reduce Taxes on Homes, was the first 
witness. He declared that land specu- 
lators.owned both the Legislature and 
the Board of Estimate. Cyrus C. Miller 
of the committee protested against the 
manner of his testimony, saying that 
the witness could abuse him~ alls he 
pleased, but he thought it undignified 
to permit him to abuse a committee 
appointed by the Mayor. Chairman Selis- 
man told Mr. Marsh that the remarks 
he made would not add to the yalue of 
his testimony. George V. Mullan, for- 
mer Tax Commissioner and former lew 
partner of the Mayor, sto the con- 
trovyersy by asking that Mr, Marsh be 
permitted to go on as he pleased. 

** Whatever he says of value will+be 
on the record,”' said Mr, Mullan, ‘‘ The 
rest will not have to be considered.” 

Mr. Marsh testified that his society 
advocated transferring taxes now levied 
on buildings to land values within a 
period of from five to ten years. 


Marsh Calls Jury Packed. 


‘* We want a referendum on this ques- 
tion,’ he said, ‘‘The public should 
also know that this committee was ap- 
pointed by Mayor Mitchel in repudiation 
of a pledge made before his nominatior 
not to interfere witr a referendum on 
reducing the tax rate on buildings here 
in 1914, as recommended by Mayor Gay- 
ner’s commission on congestion of popu- 
lation in 1911. It is to the personal 
finanical interest of a majority of your 
committee not to have taxes now levied 
on buildings transferred to’ land values. 
A recommendation against this proposal 
will be a recommendation of a preju- 
diced, not say a packed, jury. 

Mr. Marsh said that of the city budget 
of $199,000,000 this year about $100,000, - 
000 was obtained trom workers by indi- 
rect taxes and that land speculators 
in the city were making a net annual 
profit of nearly a quarter of a billion 
dollars, because the producing workers 
were legally robbed of so much of their 
wages or incomes, under the guise of 
taxation,

VANDERBILT ORGANIST 
ARRESTED FOR THEFT 


G.W. Musgrove Accused of Taking 
Jewelry ‘Belonging to Miss. 
Chapman, Opera Singer.

George W. Musgrove, an organist, 
who, according to his own account and 
also according to the police, was brought 
over from England in 1912 by the late 
George W. Vanderbilt to play the organ 
at Mr. Vanderbilt’s country estate at 
Biltmore, N. C., was arrested at 6 
o’clock last night as he was leaving the 
Broadway Theatre by Detectives De- 
vanney and McGann of the Second 
Branch on the charge of stealing a 
watch and vanity case from Margaret. 
Chapman, a singer ef the Boston Opera 
Company. 

“Musgrove, according to the detectives, 
was carrying the silver vanity case when 
he was arrested. At. Police Headquar- 
ters, when he was asked. why he had 
committed the theft, he: replied lacon- 
ically by mentioning the name of a 
well-known brand of whisky. 

An effort was made to reich the singer 
at the Wellington Hotel, Seventh Ave- 
nue and Fifty-sixth Street, but the man- 
eger of ‘the hatel answered the tele- 


phone and said that he had been in- 
structed by Miss. Chapman to respond 
to all inquiries about the alleged theft 
by saying that~she had lost nothing; 
that she had made no charge to the 
police against any one. 

According to the detectives, the wife 
of the organist, who lived with her hus- 
band at the Hotel Wellington, had been 
ya close friend of Miss Chapman. Mus- 
srove, they said, had accompanied her 
on the organ. The theft, according to 
the detectives, occurred on Oct. 22 at 
the apartments of Miss Chapman. The 
watch, which was green enameled and 
set with diamonds, has been recovered. 
It_was valued at $200. 

When he was arrested ‘Mus ove car- 
ried business cards with ‘ ashington 
Avenue Baptist Church, Brooklyn,” in 
one corner and “* Hippodrome’”’ in the 
other. The police say that he was or-

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JUMPING THRILLS 
HORSE SHOW CROWD 


Judge Moore Already Well on 
His Way to Top Win- 
} ning List. 


HIS HARNESS ENTRIES LAND 


Unusually Large Monday Crowd 
interested In the Work of 
the Judges, 
PO mErOECR IER A 


As a spectacle the Horse Show got into 
full swing yesterday, when fully 5,000 
people visited the Garden and gave it 
their unqualified approval “by liberal 
applause and unqualified commendation 
of the character of the: horses compet- 
ing for the prizes. Judge-Moore once 
more reasserted himself as a master at 
the game. by winning .all of the blue 
ribbons in which he drove his horses, 
whether in single or double harness. 

Novel performances in the ring by the 
introduction of a broad jump across a 


horses, . starting with a _ fifteen-foot 
jump, jumped as long and as far as 
they could, was the show’s -sporting 
feature. In this Lieutenant Stearns of 
the Third Cavalry, stationed at West 
Point, carried off the honors, his horse 
making a clean jump of twenty-one feet, 
his nearest competitor being. the candi- 
date of the stable of Mrs. Payne Whit- 
ney, which covered a spread of twenty 
feet cleverly, but tailed to clear beyond 
that point. The high jump, which is 
always spectacular and the occasion for 
a lot-of enthusiasm, brought out a good 
field, in which. the horses owned by 
T. L. Chadbourne-of this city took both 
the red and blue ribbons. Skyscraper, 
from his stable, got: first honors by 
clearing 6 feet 6 inches, gt which height 
the other seven contestants balked. But 
in the contest for second money, and a 
tie resulting at 6 feet 8 inches, Mr. 
Chadbourne’s second string, Confidence, 
cleared the obstacle at 6 feet 6 inches. 

Just a tinge of the color that made 
the international competitions before the 
war so interesting came in the after- 
noon, when the -seven competitors for 
the class of military mounts were 
judged. The horses were shown with 
riders wearing the dress uniform of the 
National Guard, four in the gray hussar 
uniform of Squadron A of this city and 
the others the regulation blue of mount- 
ed officers. The judges were regular 
army officers, all wearing dress uni- 
forms without side arms. All managed 
to get over the obstacle. with a single 
exception, and the Seuateon A boys, 
who were out in goodly number, were 
surprised. The animals were the pick 
of the stables, and had performed satis- 
factorily on the tanbark in the armory 
begore being sent to the Garden. They 
hardly lived up to specifications, even 
though conditions were practically the 
same. Sergeant J. N. Thorne of Squad- 
ron <A, riding Clarence C. Stetson’s 
thoroughbred chestnut, Tam o’Shanter, 
handled his mount to best advantage, 
particularly on the “‘‘ passage’’ and 
‘‘change in lead ata canter,’’ and re- 
ceived the blue. Squadron horses were 
placed third and fourth, second ‘honors 

oing to Lieutenant William’ Spingler 

itchell of the First Cavalry, who rode 
his chestnut Dragoon. 

Clarence H. ackay won his first 
blue ribbon as a breeder. yesterday, 
though he has won many as an ex- 
hibitor in harness classes at previous 
shows. His victory tame in ‘the class 
for’ hackney stallions, three. years old 
or over, when his hourse, Bobbie Burns, 
a three-year-old son of the frequent win- 
ner in harness classes,’ Laird 9’ Burns, 
defeated two sons of imported Enfield 
Nipper, very cleverly. Reginald C. Van- 
derbilt, who shows under the name of 
Sandy Point Farm, captured most of the 
blues in the other breeding classes, his 
principal entry, Sandy Point Fashion, 
meeting no competition in the class for 
stallions, four years ojd or over. - 

Twenty horses were shown in the class 
for harness herses, the largest field of 
the day. Naturally 
competition, and there was a ripple of 
excitement when Miss Loula Long of 
Kansas City drove her gelding Anima- 
tion. As usual Miss Long was accom- 
panied by her three dogs. Animation 
seemed properly named. He was full of 
it.. On one turn of the course, nearing 
the Fourth Avenue end, he suddenly 
reared, and for an instant looked as if 
he would topple over on Miss Long and 
her dogs. Miss Long was able to pre- 
vent that. but could not wholly. restrain 
the’ fractious animal, which plunged, 
tripped, and finally fell sidewise to 
the tanbark, Miss Long fortunately re- 
taining her seat. Animation could not 
be restrained, and though Miss Long 
drove him around the ring once after his 
tumble, ‘‘ got the gate’’ on account of 
his misbehavior. After repeated trials 
the judges gave the blue to a brown 
hackney, Al Commodore, driven and 
owned by John Mackie, manager of 
Clarence’ H. Mackay’s farm, placing the 
Isabella Wanamaker mare Eve, a less 
showy,-but much steadier moving horse, 
second; the Hamilton Fafm’s Pireno 
third, and John L. Bushnell’s very level- 
headed mare Gipsy Maid, fourth. The 
awards were not entirely satisfactory 
to the critics of the ringside, who could 
not understand how Earl. Kitchener and 
Pandora, two very steady and level- 
headed ones, were overlooked. 

There was very. little surprise mani- 
fested when the blue ribbon for pairs of 
harness horses shown to. brougham or 
victoria was placed on Judge Moore’s 
international champions, Lord Seaton 
and Lady Seaton, They are as sleek, as 
full of action, and as showy as when 
they began their notable career in the 
show ring. But they had no easy task 
of it, for William A. Lieber of Bryn 
Mawr had a pair of worthy competi- 
tors in Buttonwood Belle and Button- 
wood Lass, and Miss Vauclain of Phila- 
delphia showed in Moonshine and Lady 
Friar a.wonderfully well mated pair 
full of style and action, Moonshine did 
not show quite so well: as she does in 
single harness, and so the pair lacked 
somewhat in steadiness. After consid- 
erable deliberation the judges gave the 
red ribbon to the Lieber pair and the 
yellow to the pair from Miss Vauclain’s 
extensive string. 

But the award of the blue to Judge 
Moore’s pair, Micah and Miss Marl- 
boro, did not meet with such general 
approval from the ringside critics. 
Micah, which had won in the novice 
class for harness: horses on Saturday, 
made a rather poor mate for Miss Marl- 
boro, being an inch less in height and 
much more showy in action. They 
failed to move well together, as Judge 
Moore’s’ teams usually do, and broke 
repeatedly when the Judge tried to 
make them show their paces. This the 
teams shown by John lL. Bushnell and 
Miss. Long failed to do, the latter’s 
pair, Revelation and Realization, trot- 
ting in wonderfully level-headed fash- 
ion and with superb concerted action, 
while the Bushnell pair seemed to have 
the better action. ut the judges have 
so got in the habit of pinning’ blues to 
the bridles of the Moore horses that 
Micah and Miss Marlboro t the cov- 
eted prize, Miss Long’s pair havi to 
be content with second place, the first 
of the awards which: brought out hisses 
to indicate .a .disagreement with the 
award of the judges. .

There was a big pony class shown un- 
der saddle, and in it Mrs. Payne Whit- 
ney won her first blue of the show, 
Master Joe Sweiger riding Carlton Qual- 
ity so well and showing him so cleverly 
that: there was no questioning the decis- 
on of. the judges. But the sympathies 
of the crowd were with the three Regan 
children who showed their pcnies, all 
much- smaller than the winner and 
typical ponies, while Carlton Quality 
was a miniature: hackney in style and 
appearance, 

A peculiar incident of the trials of 
the horses in the class of “ horses quali- 
fied to become hunters’’ was that. one 
of the. contestants, the bay _ gelding 
Charlton, entered by Martin B. Saportas, 
was ridden by his father, George A. 
Saportas, who was an exhibitor at the 
first show in 1883. The animal got 
fourth place in the awards, the first 
gcing to a chestnut belonging to Charles 
D. Lanier, a veteran among horse show 
exhibitors and a charter member of the 
Riding Club of this city. 

The first real- wild, uncontrolled en- 
thusiasm thus far came in the evening 
session, when the class for horses shown 
to runabouts was called. There were 
eight contestants, and the whole force 
of stablemen grouped at the lower end 
of the Garden whooped things up in 
great shape as the horses sped about 
the ring, faster, old hands at the game 
said, than horses eyer. before. sped 
around the tanbark course. The cause 
of all the hullabaloo was the appearance 
of Brother Jed, a horse owned by Wal- 
ter H. Hanley of Providence, which, it 
is said, had never been beaten in a con- 
test of this sort, 

Miss Loula Long, ‘the Kansas City 
horsewoman, who seems at home in any 
sort of a rig,. challenged this champion 
with her horse, Aviation, which had 
oeen kept under cover so far. She evi- 
dently rather liked- being up against 
a champion and when Hanley let out a 
link in speed she let out two. 

The result was a regular slap-dash 
speedway contest, which put the house 
in an uproar. Miss Long kept at her 
pursuit of .the. champion until Brother 
Jed was in such a lather that he looked 
as he had been in the hands of a 
barber. Aviation never turned a hair 
when the contest was peremptorily 
stopped by the judges. 

“They pinned the blue ribbon on Miss 
ng’s horse, while the Garden rang 
ith cheers. Once out of the ring Mr. 

Hanley was the first to congratulate 

Miss Long for her thoroughly well 

earned victory, though it» meant defeat 

for the pet of his stable. 

It was a replica of the house in those 
days when the late “Fatty ’’ Bates and 
his cohorts made the’ rafters of the Gar-) 
den shiver from the shouts they sent 
skyward when Bates indulged in a bit 
of his recklessly splendid driving. There 
has been nothing like it in the Garden 
since then until last evening.

CURTAIL ATHLETICS 


Undergraduates Aroused by the 
Recommendations of the 
Faculty Committee. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ITHACA, N. Y¥., Nov. 8.—Publication 
today of a series’ of recommendations by 
the Faculty Committee on Student Af- 
fairs designed to curtail, athletic sched- 
ules and urging the reduction of ex- 
penses for athletics, created a sensation 
in athletic circles at Cornell and in the 
undergraduate. cgmmunity nerally. 

The student body 1s: highly enthusi- 
astic over, the success of the football 
team, and recommendations like that of 
abolishing the pre-Thanksgiving trip to 
Atlantic City and reduction of expenses 
which it is said are aimed directly at 
fodtball have aroused a storm of indig- 
nation. Plans are already under way to 
call the attention of alumni bodies all 
overethe country to the program, which 
if adopted would put Cornell back to 
the minor college class, friends of the 
teams say. Among the important rec- 
ommendations are the following: 

“The most rigorous enforcement of 
our eligibility rules, particularly those 

ointing to Summer baseball; the abo- 
ition of all minor sports contests that 
have any appearance of -hippodroming, 
and the abolition of such minor sports 
as are clearly not suited to our condi- 
tions or which are kept alive by an un- 
usual amount of'effort.. This refers 
especially to those sports where we are 
compelled té& play teams of quetstionable 
make-up, simply because contests can- 
not be obtained.with teams that are in 
accordance with: our approved § stand- 
ards. 

‘“‘The reduction to a minimum of time 
required -for out-of-town contests, 
especially where extra days are taken 
to give the teams’ diversion, as is il- 
lustrated by the annual journey to At- 
lantic City, which is and always. will be 
the cause of much unfavorable com- 
ment. 

“The reduction of ‘the expenses of 
carrying on athletics. The committee is 
well aware that this is a difficult prob- 
lem, but nevertheless it is also one of 
the featurés of our athletic system 
which is most severely criticised. This 
reduction in expenditures refers not only 
to expenses for materials and supplies, 
but also to the expenditures made for 
coaches and similar expenses. 

“A careful investigation into the ef- 


.fect of athle+ics upon the health of stu- 


dents. This refers particularly to lo 
crew races, Cross-country running cat 
all sports where a strenuous and pro- 
tracted effort is required of the stud- 
ent.”

NEW BOXING RULE 


- TO PROTROT PUBLIC 


No More Attempts to ‘Run Out” 
of Bouts at Last Minute 
Will Be Allowed. 


Under the requirements of a new rule 
passed yesterday by the State Athletic 
Commission an outline of the conditions 
of every boxing match. made in the 
future must be furnished to the Boxing 
Commission and that body ‘will ‘give the 
information to the public. It must be 
stated in the information furnished the 
commission whether the boxers are 
working on guarantee or percentage, 
and, if the bout is arranged on guaran- 
tee. the commission must be assured be- 
yond a doubt as to the responsibility of 
the: guarantor, or the commission will 
demand that the full amount of the 


‘guarantee be posted as directed by the 


commission not later than 2 P. M. on 
the day preceding the contest. 

iThis radical measure ix to safeguard 
the public against wrangling and delay 
on the night of the bout, because of 
lack of funds to. pay the boxers or of 
differences over the meaning of the 
conditions. 

The new rule says: ‘‘ Hither contest- 
ant or the club must immediately notify 
the commission when, for any reason, a 
show or contest is declared off. Unless 
the commission be so notified before 2 
P. M. on the day preceding the contest. 
suspension for at least thirty days will 
follow for the club or party at fault. 
Any boxer causing a cancellation must 
first fulfill his obligation to that club, 
or obtain a release from the club, before 
he will be permitted to box elsewhere. 

The Queensboro A. C. was exonerated 
from trying to deprive Boxer Billy Gibbs 
of remuneration for his services in a 
recent bout. Gibbs filed .a complaint 
with the commission against the club 
and yesterday George Frenz, represent~ 
ing the club, appeared before the com- 
mission. He stated that in the club’s 
opinion’ Gibbs had been “ faking ’’ when 
he was knocked out in the first round 
of the bout, and this opinion was shared 
by the boxer’s manager, who refused to 
accept the sum guaranteed for. the 
boxer’s part in the. contest. , 

Frenz produced a letter from Gibbs’s 
manager to the effect that he did not 
think the boxer was entitled to any- 
thing. The commission listened to 
Gibbs’s version of the controversy and 
handed him his contract, stating that if 
he was not satisfied with the decision 
of the commission he could take the 
matter to court. 

The Brighton Beach Sporting Associa- 
tion, which staged the Coffey-Flynn and 
the White-Welsh bouts at Brighton 
Beach track, turned in the license grant- 
ed by the commission with the state- 
ment that the association had no inten- 
tion of staging any more bouts. Li- 
censes were granted to the Palace A. C. 
of Yonkers. and to the East New York 
A. C. of Brooklyn. P

TO PRESERVE GAME FISH, - 


Commissioner Pratt Tells of Plans 
for Propagating Trout. 


Plans forthe propagation of game 
fish were discussed last night at a spe- 
cial meeting of the Anglers’ Club of 
New York: at the Hotel Navarre by 
George D. Prattof the New York State 
Conservation Commission. The aid of 
the fishing clubs, anglers, and farm- 
ers willbe sought in stocking the 
streams and rivers of the State with 
brook trout and other game fish. 

Commissioner Pratt described the dif- 
ficulty in the propagation of brook trout 
in the past, and said he believed the 
education of the farmer in the case, of 
young fry when planted would do: much 
toward solving the problem. Hereto- 
fore the breeding of brook trout has 
been conducted along haphazard lines 
with the result that 90 per cent. of. the 
fry died owing to the difference in the 
temperature of the water. By the con- 
struction of rearing pools this loss can 
be reduced. to a minimum. By protect- 
ing-the fry until it reaches the finger- 


ling stage the fish can then take ca 
of itself. ; 

Maps of the different . streams 
throughout the,State are being prepared 
under the supervision of Commissioner 
Pratt, and these. will show the best 
streams in which to plant the fry and 
those best suited for the propagation 
of game fish. Commissioner Pratt ex- 
plained that the brook trout is the most 
sensitive of game fish, and that the 
conservation of trees surrounding 
brooks and streams is necessary owing 
to the low temperature required when

known .to ‘the world. In ‘the second 
and third,weeks of October the Brit- 
ish submarines destroyed twenty-one 
German ships in the Baltic, most of 
them carrying iron ore from Sweden 
to German ports, they -sank five 
transports and one .destréyer. Yes- 
terday a German cruiser was tor- 
pedoed and sunk off the Swedish 
coast. There have been a great num- 
ber of similar reports. It seems fair 
to conclude, therefore, that. Great 
Britain has made traffic between the 
Scandinavian ports and Germany so 
dangerous that it is little likely to 
be pursued with any success, and she 
may fairly contend that her blockade 
there is now effective. The absolute 
prevention of all blockade running is 
not required or expected:.of the 
blockading power. -' Under that. ex- 
treme rule our blockade of the Con- 
federate ports would not have been 
binding or respected. 

But we certainly do make a valid 
point when we maintain that we 
cannot reasonably be expected to as- 
sent to the destruction of our traffic 
with the ports of Denmark, Norway 
and Sweden when Great Britain her- 
self is keeping up a very great trade 
with those countries. It is obvious 
that she can have no assurance that 
her goods will not find their way to 
Germany which would not be equally 
applicable to our shipments. ‘It is 
natural thag we should remonstrate 
against the costs for wharfage, 
demurrage, harbor dues, and so on 
which our Government is advised that 
Great Britain has imposed upon our 
ships brought in to her ports for. ex- 
amination, payment being a condition 
of their release after determination 
that there is no occasion for prize 
court inquiry. 

There is matter enough in this long 
note, and matter of the first import- 
ance in its bearing upon questions of 
neutral rights, to occupy the British 
Foreign Office for some time. It is 
unlikely, therefore, that any imme- 
diate reply is'to be expected. There 
is a world-wide difference, of course, 
between these questions and those 
whieh arose out of the murderous 
attacks of German submarines upon 
ships carrying American passengers. 
There immediate promise of discon- 
tinuance and reparation was of right 
demanded. We have a right to ex- 
pect that Great Britain will discon- 
tinue some of the practices of which 
we complain, but the main body of 
questions discussed in our note will 
almost certainly be disposed of only 
by reference to arbitration.

BRITISH TRADE UNIONS AND 
CONSCRIPTION. 

The great meeting of the London 
trade unions in Trafalgar Square 
Sunday to advance Lord DeErsy’s 
recruiting campaign did more than 
re-express the known strong opposi- 
tion of those bodies to cohscription. 
Resolutions in favor of voluntary en- 
listment as adequate to meet the coun- 
try’s need were supported practically 
and strikingly by a large number of 
enlistments. The Serbian situation 
and the Zeppelin raids, not the least 
effective of recruiting sergeants, must 
have strengthened and made more 
stubborn the British resolution to 
fight the war out to the end. Confes- 
sions of blunders, sharp criticisms of 
policies, diplomatic and _ military, 
merely reflect the free, impatient, out- 
spoken democratic spirit, familiar 
enough in this country, in the pres- 
ence of military reverses, of admin- 
istrative incompetence, of temporary 
failure to dthieve a great national 
purpose. The unalterable determina- 
tion to realize that purpose is only 
stiffened by bungling and defeat. 

Against conscription not only the 
trade unions’ but many other influ- 
ential elements of public opinion were 
firm, Only as an inescapable neces- 
sity could it be accepted, and it does 
not appear to be a necessity. The 
volunteer spirit, more in accord with 
the temper and traditions of the 
people; of democracy, is as yet unex- 
hausted. There has been, perhaps, 
something too much of faultfinding 
with British patriotic readiness in 
this regard. Millions. of men have 
volunteered, tremendous _ sacrifices 
have been made by all classes, In its 


menaceg and its terrors, the perfec- | 


tion and -déadliness of its‘new instru- 
ments of slaughter, this war sur- 
passes all others. The long lists of 
deaths and wounds, the number of 
men made blind, cruelly maimed, are 
in every man’s mind. It is a brave 
and resolute man that voluntarily ex- 
poses himself to the multfitudinous 
chances of drawing “‘the great prize 
o’ death in battle,” to hideous disfig- 
uréments, to the extremes of help- 
lessness for life. . 

If some of the English labor leaders 
have talked high and treasonably, 
have threatened revolution if military 
and naval conscription were adoptéd, 
they spoke in. defense of a principle 
which they believed essential to their 
freedom. They dreaded, rightly or 
wrongly, the establishment of a sys- 
tem of military service to exploit a 
false and dangerous theory of the 
State, the theory which has arrayed 
Burope in arms. They are willing to 
fight. They are not willing to be 
forced to fight. 

This is the permanent feeling of the 
United States in regard ‘to war and 
the citizen. Conscription we know 
by .memory; the old by experience. 
We know what resentments and dis- 
turbances “the draft” stirred. Re- 
membering,. too, the inequality of the 
lot, the privilege of the well to do to 


hire a ber the fat. S gaaconat 





town, county, and State, which ‘had 


to be dangled before the eyes of many 
of our volunteers, the pay and pen- 
sions, liberal from a European point 
of view, it is not' for Americans to 
exult too much in the possession of a 
patriotism that sometimes needed 
stimulation, or to accuse their brother 
democrats across the water of luke- 
wadrmness and hanging back, In * the 
times that try men’s souls,” the dis- 
couragements, the ardors, the manly, 
quiet, unconquerable resolve of. the 
heroic obscure who do the fighting 
and miss the glory, are the same in 
one nation as another. 


BRITISH TRADE IN WARTIME. 

England’s imports in October in- 
creased $82,000,000, of which the chief 
increase was food, $15,000,000. How- 


fever, it happens the official figures 


show no reflection of our exports of 
war materials. Perhaps they were 
concealed under the heading “raw 
materials,” which increased $40,000,- 
000, including cotton, $15,000,000. 
England’s exports also increased by 
nearly $17,000,000, chiefly in manu- 
factures of textiles and metals. There 
is nothing surprising about this in- 
erease of both exports and imports. 
It has been the rule of every month 
regarding imports, but it is only since 


August that the exports have shown. 


increases over last year. British ex- 
ports used to range above $200,000,000 
monthly. With the declaration’ of 
war they fell below $150,000,000 
monthly, but now are about as much 
above that figure. 

There is military and financial sig- 
nificance in these figures. They are 
the best possible answer to the Ger- 
man query and taunt, “‘ Where is the 
British fleet?’’ It is doing its duty 
in policing the seas, and thereby is 
contributing no small share to the 
campaign on land. England has a 
better claim to ask, ‘ Where is the 
German fleet?” that it allows Eng- 
land to increase its imports of food 
above a peace level, while bread 
licenses are issued in Berlin and meat 
is allowed at all only on certain days. 
It has been the dream of BHngland’s 
enemies to have peace dictated by 
bréad riots in London. It is the 
British fleet which makes food plenti- 
ful in London, with the assistance of 
the German fleet’s declination to in- 
terfere with British commerce. The 
longer these conditions continue the 
worse for Germany, which has imag- 
ined heretofore that starvation -was 
the fate of islands, and that con- 
tinental nations, with neighbors on 
every side, were safe from a dis- 
graceful peace through the necessities 
of noncombatants. The theory was 
good for a duel of nations, but not 
for an international mélée in which 
no ordinary rules of supply and de- 
mand hold. good. Unless Germany’s 
fleet undertakes the duties of a fleet 
the fate prepared for England threat- 
ens Germany. 

The financial significance of Brit- 
ain’s trade in wartime depends upon 
the total rather than on the current 
account. During 1915 England’s im- 
ports have totaled £396,620,192, 
against exports of £194,768,803. Of 
course the world is not paying tribute 
to England at the rate of a billion 
dollars in ten months. England is 
running into debt, not collecting 
tribute. It is only a coincidence that 
the credit balance of the United 
States for nine months is somewhat 
larger than England’s debit ‘balance 
for ten. During 1915, ending with 
September, our excess of exports was 
$1,230,390,881. England’s difficulty 
has indeed been our opportunity, and 
we have been balancing the account, 
chiefly with England, by taking some 
$300,000,000 of gold and approaching 
a billion of obligations. We don’t 
want more gold, and England can 
hardly spare it without embarrass- 
ment. We are manifesting no par- 
ticular appetite for foreign bonds on 
any scale commengurate with the 
necessities of the case. There is one 
bank in this town with deposits ex- 
ceeding the Anglo-French $500,000,- 
000 loan, and there is another with 
almost that sum, which is only a 
counter in items of billions. The 
idea that this is a difficulty for 
England is capable of conversion into 
appreciation that the trouble is 
jointly ours with England. For if 
we do not take British bonds there 
is a yrospect of their being issued 
to Engiishmen in exchange for their 
holdings of American securities, which 
then will be exported to this country 
te balance current merchandise ac- 
count. This subject has been be- 
fore Parliament in the shape of a 
proposal to commandeer British owned 
American securities for such an ex- 
change, and the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer promised to consider it. 
The member who proposed the Dill 
calculated that for a trifling loss of 
income the holder of such Americans 
would get a British trustee security, 
while England would get the power 
of buying in America. The trouble 
is that England dislikes a finaneial 
conscription as well as a military con- 
scription, and that there is not yet 
sufficient need for such an extreme 


méasure. 
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SUPPORT FOR DEFENSE PLANS. 

There is now a clear understanding 
throughout the country that intensive 
training is required to transform an 
able-bodied. man into a soldier; that 
the training need not be continuous 
or extend’ over many years if - it 
begins in youth, and that the strong- 
est hope of this country in case of 
war would rest on-a realization of

But, of course, there will be 
opposition, and apart from that which 
is purely political, and likely, there- 
fore, to prove negligible, and that 
which is engineered by pacifists of the 
Bryan following, there will be oppo- 
sition from a contingent not alto- 
gether “ militaristic?’ though it will 
include all the proriounced militafists, 
which will be held together by’ the 
common idea that the plans do. not 
go far enough, that their successful 
execution depends too largely on the 
inherent patriotism of the American 
people and the firm conviction 
throughout the nation that, as Mr. 
Oscar STRAUS expressed it in his ad- 
dress on Sunday evening, ‘“ national 
weakness does not make for peace,”’ 
It is the idea of many military men, 
in the National Guard as well as in 
the regular army, that we cannot 
safely depend on volunteer, service, 
and the success. of Mr. GARRISON’S 
reserve plan depends on the willing- 
ness of young Americans to volunteer. 
This idea has been accepted by many 
civilians. It has been expressed in 
the newspapers. For example, in a 


series of informing articles published 


by The Spokesman-Review of Spo- 
kane, Washington, where the demand 
for national defense is quite as strong 
as it is in the Hast, the Swiss mil- 
itary system, founded on compulsory 


service, under which training begins. 


with the schoolboy, has been held up 
as an éxample for Americans to fol- 
low. This military system our Fed- 
eral Government could not. establish. 
It has no control of the schools. As 
Mr. GARRISON has pointed out, it can- 
not ignore the sovereignty of the 
States. But if the States are willing 
to'do their share toward the training 
of the schoolboys, and there is a gen- 
eral feeling here that soldiering 
should be one of the studies of chil- 
dren, we can have something like 
that system with the development of 
the proposed Continental Army. Only 
it must be based on voluntary, not 
compulsory, service. The Spokesman- 
Review is one of the newspapers 
which does not believe in the efficacy 
of the volunteer system, but com- 
pulsory service is out of the question. 
If the widespread understanding of 
the needs of the situation does not 
impel a. sufficiently large number of 
young men to volunteer, Mr. GaR- 
RISON’s plan will fail. But we confi- 
dently predict that it will not fail. 


THE HYPHENATE MIND IN ACTION 

There is something preternatural 
about’ these professional German- 
Americans; something uncanny, some- 
thing so crafty and Machiavellian 
that it- suggests the Black Art and 
makes the flesh creep. When HENRY 
WEISMAN, for instance, takes us into 
his confidence and tells us the dark 
inside story of the downfall of Con- 
gressman FITZGERALD he causes each 
individual hair to stand on end. Fuitz- 
GERALD ran for Justice of the Su- 
preme Court on the Democratic ticket 
and was beaten. WEISMAN now ex- 
plains that the German vote did it, 
and how it was done. 

Two secret meetings, he says, were 
held at Arion Hall, one on Oct. 21 
and one on Oct. 29. WEISMAN pre- 
sided over these conclaves of the 
Vehmegericht, and it was decided to 
work—secretly, stealthily, but with 
deadly purpose—to encompass the de- 
feat of FITZGERALD.

From it we indeed 
may deduce a lesson and predict she 
future; from now on we can foretell 
the course of German-American_polit- 
ical activities. FirTzGERALD is not a 
Wilson man; nay, he is a thorn in the 
White House flesh. It was he who 
led an embattled host of Congressmen 
to the White House to beard the 
President in his den and tell him 
that this nonsense must stop. The 
embattled host went back routed, 
which did not increase FiTzGERALD's 
approval of the Administration. His 
disapproval of the Administration and 
of the party’s Administration-inspired 
course in Congress finally mounted 
into high disgust, and he resolved to 
leave the whole outfit flat on its back 
and retire to the shades of the New 
York Supreme Court, At this mo- 
ment, according to WEISMAN, the Ger- 
man-Americans stepped in, thwarted 
his purpose, and defeated his ambi- 
tion. All this as a rebuke to the 
President. 

The conclusion is irresistible. Wher- 
ever an anti-Wilson .Democrat ap- 
pears as a candidate for office the 
German-Americans will beat that foe 
of WILs0N’s—as a rebuke to WILSON.

that have just led to legal proceedings, 
one of them in Berlin and the other in 
Palmyra, this State. 

The former case is that of an actress of 
some note in Germany, who, as a Chris- 
tian Scientist, carried consistency to the 
point of allowing herself to die of dia- 
betes without resorting for help to any- 
body except her favorite healer, who of 
course gave her none at all. As an exer- 
cise of adult discretion, this case need 
cause not much either of excitement or of 
indignation, The medical testimony is to 
the effect that the woman’s life could 
have been prolonged, probably for years, 
by proper care from a competent doc- 
tor, but it is doubtful if the prosecution 
of the ‘‘ healers ’’ will come to much, es- 
pecially as the Eddyites, though the ob- 
jects of the Kaiser’s frowns, have influ- 
ence in powerful German circles. 

The other case is one much worse. It 
is that of a boy only 5 years old who 
was severely burned by falling into a 
Street bonfire. As he was able, in spite 
of his injuries, to run home, the chances 
are that the burns were not necessarily 
fatal. The child’s parents, however, did 
practically nothing for him except to call 
in a woman whose assistance took the 
form of solemn assurances that the burns 
and the pains they caused‘ were mere 
errors of mortal mind. They had enough 
of reality to cause the boy’s death ten 
days after the accident, and only then 
was a physician called in to sign a cer- 
tificate. As he happened to be a man of 
conscience and courage, he refused his 
signature and notified the authorities of 
the gross negligence of which the unfort- 


‘unate boy had been the victim. 


What will come next remains to be 
seen, but it is ominous that no inquest 
has yet been ordered, and that the Coun- 
ty Prosecutor is of the opinion that ‘‘ the 
court has no jurisdiction over religious 
beliefs and practices.’’ That excuse for 
inaction is of course equally false and 
absurd, but it is only too familfar, and 
it has served so often as the bulwark of 
homicidal fanaticism that it may do so 
this time, too. Y

‘Danger to} 


an Overpopulated Country, 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 


_Dr, Oberfohren’s letter to THE TIMUS Pre- | 


sents apparently an interesting problem: 
‘‘ How will Russia ‘break the ring that ‘Ger 
man arms and northern ice are welds 
around her?” 

At first glance it does ‘indeea appear ag it 
Russia's problem were’ insoluble, but. if we 


examine the matter more closely we may be}, 


inclined to think that her case is not as 
hopeless as Dr. Oberfohren would bate ue 
believe. 

Russia -weathered last Winter successfully. 
Not one of her armies was captured. Though 
the central powers lost thousands of.men in 
attempts to smash through her line, it re- 
mained unbroken, Last -year all Germany 
Was saying: ‘‘ Wait until Winter sets in, 
and then we’ll get the Russian bear.’’ But 
Winter came and went, and Germany 4ia 
not manage te win a single decisive victory 
over Russia. 

Ig Russia's condition now. so very much 
mere perilous then it was last year? The 
Turks have closed the Dardanelles and ‘the 
Black Sea to her, but they did this more 
than a year ago, and. Rrssia has already 
lived through one Winter since. The Norwe- 
gian port of Narvik is no longer open to her, 
but that has been closed for almost a year. 
The port of Archangel will freeze no more 
this year than last. nor will the Trans-Sibe- 
rian Railway be any worse now than hereto- 
fore. Dedeaghatch was indeed open last 
year and is closed now, but at the present 
moment the strugzle in the Balkans is not 
yet decided, and conditions may undergo a 
great change before the Winter is over. -Dr. 
Oberfohren says that ‘‘a new enemy for 
Russia in the Balkans may arise in the form 
of Rumania.’’ It is also possible that Ru- 
mania, and Greece as well, may swing to the 
siGe of the Allies, and it may be the Teutons 
who will find themselves confronted, not 
with one, but with two additional enemies. 

Russia, knowing vhat Winter, would bring 
her, has undoubtedly made good use of her 
Summer ports in preparation for the coming 
year, just ag she must hava drawn on all her 
immense natufal resources in anticipation of 
the -approaching cold season, so she cannot 
be mueh worse off now than she was a yea 
ago. ; 

Can as much be said, however, for the 
central empires? They have been surrounded 
by 2 ring of steel since August, 1914. All 
their ports are closed, net only during -the 
Winter, but duriag the whole year. They 
are overpopulated, according to their own 
admission, ‘and they must. subsist on what 
they had on hand in August, 1914. Is it any 
wonder that we hear of bread riots and of 
the Government regulation of foodstuffs’ 
The problem seems to be not how Russia will 
break through the ring of.German arms and 
northern ice, but will Germany succeed in 
smashing her way through the Allies’ iron 
band?

But he had a Queen of ab- 
solute sway over his weak mind and timid 
verte, and of a character the reverse of his 
in * points, This angel, as gaudily painted 
in the rhapsodies of Burke, with some smart- 
ness of fancy, but no sound sense, was proud, 
disdainful of restraint, indignant at all: ob- 
stacles to her will, eager in the, pursuit of 
pleasure, and firm. enough .to hold to her 
desires or perish in the wreck. Hey. inordi- 
nate gambling and dissipations, with those 
of Count d@’Artoie and. others of her clique, 
had been a sensible item in the exhaustion 
of the treasury, which called into action the 
reforming hand of the nation; and her oppo- 
sition to it, her inflexible perverseness and 
dauntless spirit led her to’ the gulllotine, 
drew the’ King on with her, and plunged the 
world into crimes and calamities which will 
forever stain the pages of modern history. 

I have ever believed that had there been 
no Queen there would have been no Revolu- 
tien. No force would have been provoked 
or exercised. The King would have gone 
hand in hand with the wisdom of his sounder 
counselors, who, guided hy the increasing 
lights of the age, wished only, with the same 
pace, to advance the principles of their 
social constitution.

Relative to Miss Geraldine Millet’s article 
in THE NEw YORK TIM#s on the subject 
of the fqreign-language newspapers of this 
country, permit me to remark that American 
public opinion generally does not realize, 
and does not appreciate, the important serv- 
ice the foreign-language newspapers render 
to this country.

As reported from Petrograd, an impe- 
rial manifesto declaring. war against Bul- 
garia was promulgated on Oct. 20, ac- 
companied by a communication’ accusing. 
Bulgaria of ingratitude for servicés ren- 
dered -by Rugsfh inthe past and des 
nouncing in ypmeasured terms thé 
** German ” King Ferdinand as the-man 
solely responsible for Bulgaria’s treach- 
ery. to the Slavic. cause. 

Before examining as to’ their justitica- 
tion these grave charges, it is necessary 
to understand clearly what henefactians 
Russia has“ bestowed upon: ‘Bulgaria in 
the past, « 

‘It is a matter of historical record sthat 
Russia has rendered one great and fun- 
damental service to Bulgaria, namely, her 
liberation from the Turkish rule, which 
‘was one of the results of the Russo- 
Turkish war of 1877-78. But it is @ great 
mistake to assume, as apparently many 
people do, that.the independence of Bul- 
garia is also a Russian gift;. This popu- 
lar belief is disproved by the hard facts 
of history, for Russia had no intention of |: 
letting’ the - Bulgarians. govern them- 
selves. That she is an independent State 
Bulgaria,owes to England and Germany; 
or, let say, to Beaconsfield and Bis- 
marck, who, at the Congress of. Berlin, 
forced Russia to evacuate the liberated 
territory,, where she had firmly - estab- 
lished herself, governing it as. her 
‘* Trans-Danubian Province,’’ 

Bulgaria, created by the decree of the 
powers an indepéndent principality un- 
der the formal suzerainty of the Sultan 
of Turkey, adopted a most liberal Con- 
stitution on truly democratic lines, with 
manhood suffrage and a single cham- 
ber, the so-called Sobranje, and elected, 
as suggested by Russia, as her first 
ruler Prince Alexander of Battenberg; 
a nephew of Czar Alexander II, ‘Pop- 
ular government, however, was not, to 
the liking of Bulgaria's liberators, and 


‘instead of leaving Bulgaria ‘alone, to 


give her a chance to consolidate’ her 
national. life and to, organize her -re- 
sources in a peaceful and constitutional 
way, Russia embarked upon ‘a -policy 
of aggression and interference with 
Bulgaria’s internal affairs, which had 
for its object the suppression of -the 
popular liberties and the ultimate re- 
duction of the new principality to a 
state of vassalage. 

The entire reign of Prince Alexander 
is marked/ by a/ continuous and deter- 
mined effort on the part ofthe Russian 
officials. and army officers who sur- 
rounded this youthful ruler to terrorize 
the people into submission. The Consti- 
tution was suspended, and ‘that it was 
restored after two years was due only. 
to the somewhat belated determination 
of Prince Alexander to free himself 
from the Russian tutelage. Wher, 
through his. victory over King -Milan 
of Serbia, he became the popular: hero 
of the Bulgafians, the Russian’ agents, 
unable to control him any longer, or- 
ganized a conspiracy. Prince Alexander 
was abducted from his palace, sent out 
of the country, and after a futile at- 
tempt to regain his throne he .was 
forced, in 1886, to abdicate. 

An interval of one year followed, dept 
ing which the Russian: -camarille «made |. 
a last desperate effort to seize the con- 
trol of the Government But the peo- 
ple, indignant at the~ treatment ac- 
corded to their hero and’ thoroughly 
aroused to the Russian danger, found 
in Stambuloff, who was the head of 
the regency, a stout defender of their 
liberties, and all attempts to upset the 
Government were frustrated. 

The relations with Russia came to 4 
definite rupture when the. Sobranje 
elected Prince Ferdinand of Coburg- | 
Gotha, against the wishes of Reasia, 
Prince of Bulgaria. The Czar witiheld |: 
recognition of the new sovereign and 
induced the other powers to do likewise. 
By this action he almost ruined Bul- 
garia, which urgently needed financial 
assistance and was unable to obtain a 
foreign loan under the circumstances. 
Ferdinand was recognized only in 1896 
after he had placated Russia by the 
dismissal of his Minister, Stambuloff, 
the grand old man of Bulgaria; by the 
conversion of his son. Boris to the Greek 
Orthodox faith, and by his own person- 
al humiliation before the Czar. 

There followed a period of compara- 
tive quiet, during--which the. relations 
with Russia were rather cordial, and 
Bulgaria, left to herself, was able to

He just loves futur- 
fst paintings and all told he is enough 
of a posing aesthete to be received as 
gome kin to the late Mr. Reginald 
Bunthorne, but, while the new play at 
the Fulton invokes a hundred and one 
memories of the immortal ‘Patience,” 
the chief characteristic of Hyacinth is 
that his selfishness reaches positively 
heroic proportions. 

Physically, mentally, and morally Hy- 
acinth craves and ever must have a 
southern exposure. His ‘‘deah mothah”’ 
had said he was an angel in any house. 
In the house of poor Sir Rupert Bind- 
loss he comes with his dear. brave dogs, 
and straightway flounces about arrang- 
ing things to suit himself.

He even rearranges the betrothals of 
Sir Rupert’s daughters to sult. the in- 
tuitions on eugenics developed from his 
inspection of those young persons 
through his monocle.

Mr. de Gogorza’s intense musical per- 
sorality, wide sympathies, his assimila- 
tion of different styles, found exempli- 
fication in the program and his per- 
formance of it. The air of Thoas, * De 
noirs resentiments,”’ from) Gluck’s 
opera, ‘ Iphigénie en Tauride,’’ he 


sang. 
with noble breadth and dignity, truly in 


the grand manner; and there was @ pe- 
culiar point and aptness of expression 
in. his interpretation of the r from 
Monsigny’s opera of ‘‘ Le Déserteur.” 
He did nothing more interesting than 
three songs in Spanish by Enrique Gran.

This 
music is marked now by poignancy and 
intensity of feeling, now by irony, and 
. de Gogorza found the right note, 
the right expression for them, unerr- 
ingly. His ae of Spanish songs, 
contributions to the modern literature 
practically unknown to this public, has 
efore now made a deep impression on 
his listeners. He added another to the 
group. which showed similar character- 


tics. 

The rest of his songs were in English. 
Two settings of poems by Tagore, the 
Hindu poet, by John Alden Carpenter, 
showed a singular felicity in translating 
their mystic suggestiveness into music; 
of which the second, ‘‘ When I bring to 
you colored toys,’’ is at least the more 
accessible and seems the more valuable 
in its specifically musical content. Mr. 
Gogorza was much applauded for his 
singing of Sidney Homer’s picturesque 
** Fiddler of Dooney’’ and Elgar’s 
** Pipes of Pan.’’ His last group com- 
prised modern French songs, by Debus- 
sy, Ropartz, and d’Indy’s fine ‘‘ Lied 
Maritime.’’ His diction in French and 
English was of the most polished; it is 
to be supposed that it was likewise in 
Spanish. . 

Mr. Hemus also has a fine voice and 
an excellent command of. vocal tech- 
nique; his way of producing the higher 
tones and his use of the head voice is es- 

ecially artistic. His mode of expression 
. individual and the sincerity and con- 
viction with which he interprets the 
songs he presents are impressive. He 
has undertaken the task of spreading a 
knowledge of what American composers 
have done in song composition, and for 
the third successive season -he devoted 
his program entirely to such songs. 
There is a good deal of self-abnegation 
on the part of both singer and audience 
implied in such a program; for, with all 
due respect to American composers,. & 
whole evening given over to their songs 
cannot be called an unalloyed delight or 
@ sustained stimulus, even when they 
are sung with so much intelligence, un- 
derstanding, and sympathy, with such a 
determination to make them count for all 
they are worth. 

Mr. Hemus’s program contained songs 
by some of the best known of American 
composers, as Horatio Parker, Edward 
MacDowell, Rubin Goldmark, Sidney 
Homer, Clayton Johns, Walter Dam- 
rosch; some whose reputation. is 

ounger, with varying degrees of prom- 
se, as John Alcen: Carpenter, Ward 
Stephens, Charles Wakefield Cadman, 
and a number of others. Carl Busch at- 
tempts to employ the Indian idiom in 
setting a fragment of ‘‘ Hiawatha’’; 
George B. Nevin harks back to the 
Elizabethan in ‘‘ Sigh no more, ladies ”’; 
Arthur Hartmann shows that at least he 
has listened to the modern French mu- 
sicians. The degree of talent and skill 
evinced in these, and more in the pro- 
gram, often was a cause for legitimate 
satisfaction; even if it did not cause 
true American bosom to swell uninter- 
ruptedly with pride. 

Miss Bach has been heard before in 
public in New York. Her playing is 
that of one trained. correctly to tech- 
nical skill and facility, schooled in good 
traditions, sincerely musical. Her skill 
is not always infallible in passages of 
eens difficulty; nor does her tone, 
excellent in passages of cantilena, al- 
ways retain its quality in such times of 
stress. Miss Bach does not often, suc- 
ceed in touching deeply the emotions. 
She played Nardini’s concerto in E, the 
adagio and fugue from Bach’s G minor 
solo sonata, Vieuxtemps’s concerto in D, 
and 2 group of lesser pieces; In. these 
last she gave the most pleasure. 
Vieuxtemps’s concerto needs more bril- 
liancy and dash to justify it. At the end 
she played one of Mr. Kreisler’s. in- 
sinuating. little pieces and the prelude 
from Bach’s E major solo suite.

MAJ. C. J. M. CRICHTON DEAD. 


British Officer, Well Known Here, 
Killed In Great Offensive in France. 


News of the death in action in France 
on Sept. 25 of Major Charles Julian 
Maitland-Makgill-Crichton was received 
yesterday by friends at the New York 
Club, where he lived when here, by ca- 
ble from the Earl of Rothes, Major 


Crichton’s intimate friend. Major Crich- 
ton was widely known in this country 
and was the owner of the Cooper Ranch 
in Santa Barbara, Cal., one of the show 
places of the Pacific Coast. He went to 
the front with the Tenth Gordon High- 
landers, and was first reported as miss- 
ng. t was not known until a week 
later that he had been. killed. 

From the- stories told by those who 
took part in the engagement, it ap- 
pears that he was killed in the general 
advance on the morning of Sept. 25 in 
a gallant attempt to reach and order 
the retirement of 400 men of various 
regiments who were in an advanced po- 
sition of great danger. 

Major er panes rer ere tenn was 
85 years old. He lived at Monzie Cas- 
tle, Perthshire and Largo, Fifeshire, 
and was a relative of the Earl of Lau- 
derdale and a member of the Royal 
Company of Archers, the King’s body- 
guard in Scotland. Several years~be- 
fore the war he was an officer of the 
Third Seaforth Highlanders, but had re- 
tired, only to re-enter the service at the 
outbreak of hostilities. 

In 1902 he married Miss Sybil Earle, 
daughter of the late Twynihoe W. Earle 
of Bramshottt, Liphook, Hants. They 
had two children.

WIDENER’S BODY IN CRYPT. 


Flowers Worth $20,000 from 
Mourners—Service for Family. 
Special to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Nov. 8&— 
The body of P.. A. B. Widener, multi- 
illionaire financier, lay.in its solid 
Dronas coffin in the Van Dyck room 
of Lynnewood Hall last night and to- 
day, guarded by the dead man’s four 
oldest servants and surrounded by a 
group of the world’s most precious 
paintings and art objects, all of which, 
except one, were hidden in black crepe. 
The one exception was. the _ massive 
Sargent portrait of P. A. B. Widener, 
directly beneath which the coffin re- 
posed on four pillars. This afternoon 
there were simple services heid im this 
apartment, after which the body of 
the. financier was removed to Laurel 
Hill Cemetery and laid in its crypt in 
the Widener mausoleum there. It was 
dark when the funeral party reached 

the tomb. , 

Twenty thousand dollars’ worth of 
flowers were in the, Widener home. 
They came from the richest and poor- 
est. John D. Rockefuller, Andrew Car- 
negie, J. P. Morgan, Charles M. 
Schwab, Jacob H. Schiff, E. T. Stotes- 
bury, and E. H. Gary were inciuded 
in the number who sent offerings. Two 
automovpile trucks came from New York 
filled with designs, big and little. 

Not a rson beyond the members of 
the Widener family were permitted 
within the Van Dyck room during the 
short service conducted by the Rev. 
J.-Thompson Cole of St.’ Paul's Epis- 
copal Church. About 200 bankers, 
financiers, and business men, friends of 
the late millionaire, who came.to the 
house, remained in another room during 
the services. They included Mr. Stotes- 
bury, Yale Dolan, John Johnson, 
Sidney Keith, George A. Huhn, Rod- 
man Griscom, Eli Kirk Price and J. 
Franklin McFadden. \e 

Much ‘specfilation is rife in Phila- 
delphia over the disposition made in 
the Widener will of the millions of 
dollars’ worth of paintings and other 
works of art now in Lynnewood Hall. 
It is believed that. Mr. Widener's old 
idea of giving them to Philadelphia was 
abandoned by him several years ago 
when the City Council indicated its in- 
tention not to erect an art museurn, 
Not. a hint of what will be. done with 
the collection has been obtainable. Mr. 
Widener’s wealth probably will remain 
in the family, being divided between 
Joseph E. Widener, Mrs. Fitz Eugene 
Dixon, his daughter, and the children 
of the late George Widener, - his 
son, who ‘went down on the Titanic.

TRACE OURCOTTON EXPORTS 


Germany Suffered No Famine, 
American Investigator Reports. 


Soecial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—The impres- 
sion that Germany has suffered a cot- 
ton famine is not true, according to in- 
formation obtained by the Commercial 
Attaché of the United States at The 
Hague, Erwin W. Thompson, who has 
‘made an investigation of the conditions 
of the cotton market throughout Eu- 
rope. In normal years the total amount 
of American cotton imported by Ger- 
many is, roundly, 2,400,000 bales. With 
a large stock of cotton in hand Ger- 
many's mills were able to continue 
with the ordinary number of operatives 
and with the usual output during the 
first months of the war down to Janu- 
ary of this year. 

From January to April there were re- 
ceived at Bremen 200,000 bales of cot- 
ton from the United States. In addi- 
tion to this direct shipment there have 
been shipped into Germany by re-ex- 
port through other countries, 1,300,000 

ales. Usually about 20 per cent, of 
Germany's raw cotton is supplied from 
India, Egypt, Persia, and various small 
sources of supply. | and the remainder 
comes from the United States. The 
game is probably true of Russia and 
France, 

In all the war countries the lar "se de- 
mand has been for.the coarser fabrics 
needed for military purposes and in 
these the output has been greatly in- 
creased and, consequently, mills have 
some of the time been run twenty 
hours a day instead of ten. 

In France, however, the mills, it is 
reported, are running at about 20 per 
cent. of capacity. In Russia cotton mills 
have been running double time, The 
only serious cut in the market demand 
arises in Poland, which required about 
20 per cent. of the Russian output, Mr.

Dr. ‘Thomas H. Norton, the Govern- 
ment dyestuffs expert, who has been 
in this eity since the first week uf Sep- 
tember invéstigating the color situation, 
will close his office in the Custom 
House temorrow, and continue his work 
in. Washington in the offices of the 
Department of Commerce, 

Apart from the general investigation 
conducted by Dr, Norton, the expert 
has prepared a census of dyestuffs used 
in this country prior to the European 
war. Altogether, something: like 3,300 
different dyes came into the United 
States just preceding the outbreak of 
hostilities; but owing to the unwilling- 
ness of importers representing the Ger- 
mean menufacturers to divulge the 
exact character of many of the colors 
there has been a lack of inforination zs 
to the respective quantifies vf the va- 
rious dyes andéintermediates actually 
brought in here. 

Secretary of Commerce Redfield real- 
ized, it wag said yesterday, that Ameri- 
can manufacturers of dyestuffs should 
know exactly how much and what kinds 
of colors in detail were imported and 
consumed prior to the war. Dr. Nor- 
ton was accordingly charged with get~- 
ting the data together, and while he 
declined to say how the census was ob- 
tained it is known that Collector Ma- 
lone put importers’ invoices and other 
Custom House, records at the investi- 
gator’s disposal. 

These were gone over minutely by 
the ferce of clerks under Dr. Norton, 
and detailed tabulations made of every 
kind of color imported for at least a 
decade, This information has been 
property « auaities, and will be filed 
with t Department of Commerce, 
where it will be at the disposal of 
American manufacturers interested. It 
was stated yesterday on authority that 
the census just prepared is the first to 
be made in any country, not even Ger- 
many pcssessing a tabulation as com- 
plete as that just finished. 


Complaining About Deliveries. 
Reports from jobbers of knit goods in- 
dicate that there is much dissatisfac- 
tion among them regarding the slow- 
ness of deliveries of seasonable goods 
by several of the mills. Most of these 
goods, it is said, were purchased he- 


fore the recent advances went into ef- 
fect, and it is more or less hinted by 
the disgruntled wholesalers that mer- 
chandise which should be coming to 
them ig be.ng diverted to more recent 
purchasers. While not declaring for one 


‘side or the other, a local knit goods man 


said yesterday that if the buyers’ con- 
tentions were true, they (the buyers) 
were merely getting what is due them 
for the ‘‘ coc way in which many 
of them acted when warned that price 
advances were inevitable. As for the 
demand, there is little fault to be found. 
Mills are running full shifts in a great 
many cases, and even then are not in 
a position to handle all the. business 
booked and offered. The taking of war 
business, especially on fleeced goods, is 
practically out of the question because 
of the rush of domestic orders. There 
is not a great deal of feature to Spring 
business at present, and most interest 
is being shown in the lines for‘next Fall, 
which it is expected pi be opened in

WHEAT BEATS ALL RECORDS 


Chief Farm Products Add Five and 
a Half Bililions to the 
Nation’s Wealth. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8. —The nation’s 
principal farm crops this year are worth 
about $5,500,000,000, exceeding by more 
than $500,000,000 their value fn 1914, 
the previous banner value year in the 
country’s crop history. There has been 
an unprecedented harvest, many. of the 
crops exéeeding their best records, and 
high prices due to the influence of the 
European war have contributed to swell 
the total value. 

Statistics announced today by the 
Department of Agriculture in its Nov- 
ember crop report base values on pre- 
vailing November’ prices. ‘ Corn, “with 
@ production of 3,090,509,000 bushels— 
34,000,000 bushels below the record crop 
—is worth $1,913,025,071, the most valu- 
able corn crop ever grown. It ex- 
ceeds ‘tthe former biggest value ‘crop, 
that of 1914, by $190,000,000. 

Wheat, with the largest production 
ever known in any country, 1,002,029,000 
bushels,’ or about one-fourth of the 
world’s whéat crop this year, is worth 
$932,888,999, or $54,000,000 more than 
the record made in 1914. 

The oats crop also was a record one 
both in point of production and value. 
The harvest was: 1,517,478,000° bushels— 
almost 100,000,000 -bushels better than 
the record of 1912—and its value, $532,- 
599,822, .is $33,000,000 more than: the 
record value of the 1914 crop. 

Barley, rye, sweet potatoes, hay and 
rice were record crops.in. point of pro- 
duction ahd tobacco. almost equaled its 
best production. The rye and hay crops 
were records in point of value. 

The approximate value of the barley 
crop is $118,577,682; the rye crop, $37,- 
861,403; buckwheat, $12,854,750; pota~- 
toes, $218,425,824; sweet potatoes, $42,- 
456,050; hay, $877,054,890; cotton, - $609,- 
000,0U0C; tobacco, $105,002,500; flax seed, 
$30,050,534; rice, $22,313,350; apples,

pears, $9,275,634.

New Low Levels, Notwithstand- 
‘ing Bullish Construction 
on Census Report. 


SMALL NET CHANGE‘ ON DAY 


Floor Observers Belleve Big Spot 
Interests Are Heavy Buyers— 
‘Weevil in Oklahoma. 


As a result of aggressive bearish tac- 
tics, cotton yesterday broke to new low 
levels, notwithstanding the fact that'a 
bullish construction was placed on the 
reensus report giving the amount of ,cot- 
ton ginned to Nov. 1. On their face the 
figures from Washington looked bullish, 
and, a@ moderate buying movement en- 
sued, which advanced prices about 15 
points over Saturday’s closing.

-The net change for the 
day was insignificant, and prices were 
only 1 to 7 points lower.

Spinners are taking more interest in 
the market, although at present their 
buying is on a moderate scale.

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WAR HIT SOUTHERN RAILWAY 


Gross Revenue for Last Fiscal Year 
Decreased $8,500,000. 


ended June 80 was hard hit by the war. 
The annual report, issued yesterday, 
shows that the railway’s gross operat- 
ing revenues were $40,458,857, 4@ de- 
crease of 487, or 12,089 per cent. A 
curtailment of operating .expenses by 
$5,585,988, or 10.79 per cent., enabled the 
railway company to make a somewhat 
better showing than had been expected. 
The net revenue from operation was 
$16,024,798, a decrease of $2,965,548, or 
15.62 per cent. 

“The flame of war which burst forth 
all over Europe at the beginning of Au- 
gust, 1914," says President Fairfax Har- 
rison in the report to the stockholders, 
“had a sudden and withering effect on 
industry in the South. * * * The fe- 
sult was a fall, as vertiginous as that of 
the price of cotton, in the revenues of 
the railways of the South, and this lean 
diet was protracted, with the condition 
which caused it, throughout the year.” 

Mr. Harrison says in his report that 
the Southern Railway does not propose 
for the present to buy or build new rail- 
road, The policy of the company, he 
says, is to-have “ better railroad”’ in- 
stead of “‘ more railroad.”

Supreme Court Reverses Decisions 
Goncerriing Corporation Taxes. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov, 8—The United 
States “Supreme Court today reversed 
a Circuit Court of Appeals and a Dis- 
trict Court by holding that a corpora- 
tion cannot deduct from its taxable in- 
come interest on mortgage bonds in ex- 
cess of the company’s capitalization. 
The cafe was that of Charles W. An- 
derson, Collector of Internal Revenue, 
petitioner, against the Forty-two Broad- 
way Company, with a capital stock of 
$600 and a bonded indebtedness of §4,- 
780,000. The company’s contention as 
to deductions would have exempted it 
altogether from the tax imposed by the 

corporation tax law of 1909.

Urges Move for the Nation’s 
Ultimate Good. — 


CONVENTION FACES: FIGHT 


Brewery Workers Insist Religious 
Delegates Favoring Prohibition 
‘Be Ousted from Their Seats. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 8—The 
American Federation of Labor, at the 
close of the first session of its thirty- 
fifth annual convention today, faced 
the question Of barring from future con- 
ventions fraternal delegates of religious 
organizations. A sharp. conflict was 
promised ‘at tomorrow's. session, when 
it was announced- that Milwaukee 
(Wis.) brewery: workers would intro- 
duce a resolution to. oust such delegates, 
on the ground of their professed alliance 
with the prohibition movement. 

Fraternal delegates, of several organi- 
zations, including the Federal . Council 
of the Churches of Christ in America, 
were seated at the opening session. to- 
day by unanimous approval. The com- 
mittee failed. to recommend the seating 
of two labor delegates from Japan. The 
Japanese delegates, representatives of 
the Laborers’ Friendly Society of Japan, 
sat alone in the gallery of the conven- 
tion hall until the ‘‘courtesies: of the 
convention” were extended. 

Today’s session was adjourned to per- 
mit the delegates to celebrate American 
Federation of Labor Day at the Pan- 

ama-Pacific Exposition. Samuel Gom- 
pers, President, received a bronze 
plaque. 

President Gompers in his annual ad- 
dress touched upon. the employment of 
women and children in shops where they, 
in many instances, “worked long hours 
and were underpaid. 

“We want to take the women. and 
children of this country out of the 
workshop,’’ he said. ‘‘ The perpetuity 
of the nation depends upon the women 
of the country, and,.we want to do all 
we can for them.” 

On the question of immigrants, Presi- 
dent Gompers said that the policy of the 
federation would. be to cont:nue .to as- 
similate the foreigners as they come, 

Governor Johnson, welcoming: the dele- 
gates, said that the precepts of labor as 
oulined by President. Gompers, wera 
those of the Government in California. 

‘“‘It is more appropriate that Califor- 
nia should greet labor in convention 
than any other State,’’ he said. 

Mayor Rolph; who-is a member of a 
shipping firm, welcomed the delegates 
on behalf of the city, and. said he was 
in favor of the LaFollette seamen’s law. 

The Labor Executive Council in its 
report, which ‘was presences at. today's 
session, in describing the effects of 
the war upon. organized labor and 
American customs and institutions, 
dealt at length with attempts by in 
terests of belligerent European nations 
to interfere with the peaceful pursuit 
of American industries. 

“Some ot these movements,” the re- 

rt said, ‘‘ have been genuine, others 
ave been created by individuals and 
interests that were really unneutral. 
These movements have taken various 
forms; some have tried to influence the 
policies of the State and Governmental 
authorities of our country; others ha‘ve 
tried to work upon public opinion, and 
still others have sought to use the 
00d ‘name of our labor movement. to 
further, the interests of some foreign 
country. 

“The efforts to use the workingmen of 
our country have been of two kinds, one 
to get through.them the indorsement<of 
the foreign policy to place an embargo 
upon so-called munitions of war e 
other has been to stir up induSstrial con- 
tentions and disputes and thus interfere 
with the actual process of 
that products to be sent abroad ma 
stopped. oreign agencies have been 
trying to corruptly reach some of the or- 
ganizations of the workers, but they 
have not succeeded. There is nothing 
touching the industrial and commercial 
life of America that is not of interest to 
the warring nations.’ 

The holding of a World’s Labor Con- 
gress at the same time and place that 
peace delegates meet when the war is 
ended was recommended in the report 
as ‘‘necessary in order to infuse the 

spirit of humanity and democracy into 
this political conference.’ 

The report covers the recent investi- 
gation by labor leaders of the Dick 
military law. 

‘‘Up to the present,’’ the report says, 

‘we have received no complaint nor 
Miata we learned of any act in which the 
military.arm of the Government had 
misused the Dick law to offset or curb 
the aspirations of the working people 
of the land. * * * We refer particu- 
larly to ‘the situation in Colorado last 
year. * The corporations had
